code effective Saturday. 
T hat is for a second-degree m an­ 
slaughter conviction for killing a 
person 
"unlaw fully 
and 
unin ten - 
j t Iona fly" while violating any lav 
applying to the use or regulation of 
traffic. 
The m inim um sentence for con­ 
viction on a second-degree m an ­ 
slaughter charge is a line up to $ 3 0 
or jail or workhouse im prisonm ent 
for 3C days to six m onths or both. 
Most other violations are punk li­ 
able by fine* up to 750 for first 
; offense: for a second offense w ithin 
! one year and a fine cf $10 to $100 
I or Jail o.’ workhouse sentence up to 
IO days or both; and for third and 
i subsequent offense, w ithin a year, a 
fine of $25 to $200. or jail or work­ 
house sentence up to 30 days, or 
: both. 
Can Add Jail 


An additional five days' jail or 
workhouse sentence may be given 
for a first offense for driving faster 
chan 35 miles an hour in the busi­ 
ness district of a corporation, or 
taster th an 50 miles an h our in 
other portions of a m unicipality, or 
faster than 25 miles in passing a 
! school house when the children are 
: outside. 
Interference with an officer in 
. attem pting to enforce the traffic 
j code, subjects the offender to a fine 
of $10 to $50. 
Common sense lies a t the base of 
all rules governing right-of-w ay of 
vehicle.', turns and passing as laid 
down by the new uniform traffic 
code. 


Hand Signals Listed 


All vehicles approaching an in ter­ 
section from tile right have the 
right-of-w ay unless the intersection 
is m arked otherwise. 
Only three hand .signals are rec­ 
ognized 
They are: For m aking a 
left turn, hand and arm extended 
horizontally; 
for m aking a right 
turn, hand and a n n extended up­ 
ward; for a stop or slowing down, 
hand and arm extended downward. 


I 
Any vehicle m aking a left turn 
within an intersection m ust yield 
J the right-of-w ay to vehicles a p ­ 
proaching from the opposite direc­ 
tion. 
Vehicles entering a through high­ 
way m ust yield the rlght-oi-w ay to 
vehicles already 
on 
the 
through 
i road. 
I 
A stop sign against any vehicle 
gives the right-of-w ay to all vehi- 
j des not blocked by a stop sign. 
Vehicles entering a highway from 
a private road, driveway, alley or 
building m ust give tile right-of-w ay 
to vehicles on the road. 


Move For Emergency 


Upon the approach of emergency 
j vehicles, using siren or ether sound 
devices, all other traffic must pull 
to the curb and rem ain still until 
the emergency vehicle has passed, 
unless a police officer directs o th ­ 
erwise. 
Street cars and trackless 
trollies also m ust slop. 
The 
driver 
of 
the 
emergency 
vehicle in all instances must drive 
with due regard for the safety of 
I all persons and property on the 
, highway. 
j 
Pedestrians lawfully 
crossing 
a 
I roadway within a cross-walk have 
I the right-of-w ay over all vehicles. 
W hen a vehicle stops to perm it 
I a pedestrian to cross at an inter- 
j sec;Ion, it may not be passed 
| another vehicle. 
Pedestrians crossing a roadway 
w ithin a m unicipality a t a place 
other th an an intersection 
must 
give th e right-of-w ay to all traffic. 
B ut the fact th at a vehicle has the 
right-of-w ay over a pedestrian doc; 
not relieve the autoist from driving 
carefully. 
W hen 
practicable, 
pedestrians 
m ust move on the right, half

I crosswalk*. 


Must Face Traffic 


Pedestrians m ust use walks along 
a highway or street when there are 
I such. If .there are none, they must 
face on-com ing traffic, In mmitci- 
j panties, pedestrian* m ust use cross­ 
walks units* they are an unreason­ 
able distance apart. 
Through highways on which tra f­ 
fic has the right-of-w ay are desig­ 
n ated by the law as those on which 
street cars, trackless trollies, clee - 
| trie cars or motor coaches carry­

Tile state highway deportm ent 
may designate other state highways 
as through highways and local au- j 
Glorifies may do likewise with roads I 
under their jurisdiction.
